Enemy Pull 
Back in 
Cambodia

PMNOM PENH (AP) - Com- 


ffiunist troops have pulled out of 
at least part of the ancient ruins 
at Angkor, with the ruins not 
damaged by more than a month 
of 
occupation, 
authoritative 


sources reported today 


It was not known whetNer the 


Viet Cong, North Vietnamese 
and Khmer Rouge troops had 
Withdrawn from the entire 50- 
square-mile 
Angkor aria or 


only from Angkor Wat, the best 
preserved and most famous of 
the 800-year-old ruins 155 miles 
northwest of Phnom Penh. But 
reports from Siem Reap, six 
miles south of Angkor Wat, said 
Cambodian Army patrols found 
the enemy gone from the main 
area at Angkor Wat. 


A general lull continued in 


other Cambodian battle areas 
as well as in South Vietnam. 


South Vietnamese 
gunships 


attacked 
enemy 
positions 


around Kompong Thorn, on the 
main highway between Phnom 
Penh and Siem Reap, and ene- 
my mortars hit Kompong Sepu, 
another provincial capital south 
of Phnom Penh, during the 
night. 


South Vietnamese forces near 


Svay Rieng, in the southern 
area of the Parrot's Beak, were 
also hit by mortars, a commu- 
nique in Saigon said, but fight- 
ing generally tapered off in the 
Cambodian countryside. 


The U.S. Command in Saigon 


reported two Americans killed 
when a gunship helicopter was 
shot down 16 miles southeast of 
Hue and 56 Americans wounded 
in ground fighting and shelling. 
Troops of the 101st Airborne Di- 
vision clashed four times with 
North Vietnamese in the north- 
ern provinces of South Vietnam 
and reported they killed at least 
15 of the enemy. Another 16 ene- 
my were reported killed in other 
fighting. 


U.S. Secretary of State Wil- 


liam P. Rogers left Saigon for 
Tokyo, ending a three-day stay 
with the assissment that the level 
of fighting has been reduced 
and that U.S. casualties last 
wreck, to be announced Thurs- 
day, will be "much lower" than 
in previous weeks. A U.S. 
spokesman said later that the 
figures will not be a record low. 


Another visitor, U.S. Army 


Secretary Stanley Resor, also 
left Saigon and said he had 
found the Vietnamization pro- 
gram has made "substantial 


f- /progress to date." 


Resor said the operations of 


South 
Vietnamese 
forces 
in 


Cambodia had boosted their mo- 
rale and confidence. But he add- 
ed operations in Cambodia "will 
not be conducted in such a way 
as to restrict the Vietnamization 
program." He explained that if 
Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, the 
commander of U.S. forces in 
Vietnam, finds that South Viet- 
namese operations outside Viet- 
nam are delaying Vietnamiza- 
tion, Abrams will arrange with 
the Vietnamese command to 
limit such operations. 


Communist troops moved into 


the vast Angkor complex early 
in June, set up supply dumps 
and fortified some of the ruins 
with mortars and antiaircraft 
guns. 


The Cambodian government, 


worried for the country's great- 
est shrine and its major tourist 
money maker, declared Angkor 
an "open city" and said its 
forces would do nothing that 
might endanger the relics of for- 
mer Khmer glory.

WR Defends

JONESBORO, Ark. (AP) - 


Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller Mon- 
day defended his decision to 
pardon two Arkansas State Uni- 
versity Students who were con- 
victed of illegal possession of 
drugs. 


In a speech to about 400 per- 


sons at the opening of his North- 
east Arkansas Regional Cam- 
paign, Headquarters, Rockefel- 
ler charged 
that 
Prosecutor 


Gerald Pearson of Jonesboro 
had written a letter recommend- 
ing that jail sentences for Buel 
Lee 
Hensley, 
19, of 
Heber 


Springs and Gary Turner, 21, of 
Wynne be waived. 


"A lot. of people think I did 


wrong in pardoning the two men 
who committed a crime, but I 
wonder how many persons 
have been to our prisons to see 
what it's like down there," Rock- 
efeller said. 


Pearson said later that Rocke- 


feller must have been referring 
to a letter that Pearson wrote to 
an attorney for the two which 
verified he had recommended 
to a Circuit Court judge at 
Jonesboro that the men be given 
suspended sentences. 


Rockefeller 
also 
told 
the 


crowd the state had benefited 
from his two years in office 
and "I want to lock up the two- 
party system with one more 
term." 


Rockefeller, who arrived in 


Jonesboro in his campaign bus, 
was introduced by his cam- 
paign manager. LT. Gov. Mau- 
rice Britt. 


Britt said the governor had 


worked long hours and received 
much criticism, but "it never 
bothers him." 
Hampton 
Would Hike 
Welfare Aid 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Rev. R. J. Hampton, a Repub- 
lican candidate for governor, 
said Monday if elected he would 
do everything he could to see 
that persons on welfare received 
the maximum amount possible 
without raising taxes. 


Hampton, a Negro, appeared 


on a question-and-answer pro- 
gram on a Little Rock radio 
station. 


Hampton, who resigned as 


president of Shorter College in 
North Little Rock to rim for gov- 
ernor, also said he would raise 
teacher's salaries and provide 
more junior colleges without 
raising taxes. 


On prison reform, Hampton 


said he would personally review 
the record of each inmate in the 
state prison to make sure that 
only persons who belong in 
prison are kept there. He said 
he is opposed to capital punish- 
ment . 


Hampton said he did not see 


any need to raise taxes to im- 
prove education or ajiy other 
reason and said what the state 
needed was "good, sound com- 


sense."

Premier's 
Ouster 
Stops Strike

ROME (AP) — Premier Mari- 


ano Rumor's resignation staved 
off a one-day general strike to- 
day, but no end to Italy's latest 
political crisis was in sight. 


Rumor's four-party 
Center- 


Left cabinet resigned Monday 
after the three major labor fed- 
erations rejected his appeal to 
cancel the walkout they had 
scheduled to press for social re- 
forms. Six hours after the pre- 
mier handed his resignation to 
President Giuseppe Saragat, the 
unions suspended their strike 
plans. 


Leftist 
political groups, in- 


cluding the left wing of his own 
Christian Democratic party, ac- 
cused Rumor of playing into the 
hands of the rightists in an at- 
tempt to shift the orientation of 
the center-left coalition that has 
governed Italy for the past sev- 
en years. 


The big Communist party said 


Humor was hoping ultimately to 
dissolve Parliament "in a cli- 
mate of alarm and amid a reac- 
tionary crusade." It said he was 
trying to propel a more conserv- 
ative Parliament into power by 
capitalizing on public fear of 
disorders. 


The two Socialist parties in 


Rumor's coalition split in their 
reaction. The PSU, or moderate 
Socialists, called Rumor's deci- 
sion "correct and responsible." 
But Vice Premier Francesco de 
Martino, head of the PSI, or 
leftist Socialists, said the resig- 
nation was a "political error." 


A long-simmering feud 
be- 


tween the moderate and left- 
wing Socialist parties is at the 
root of the current crisis. Dis- 
putes between the two over such 
issues as how closely to cooper- 
ale with the Communists have 
led to the fall of the past two 
governments. 


Rumor sent a letter to the 


leaders of the four coalition par- 
ties pleading for an end to inter- 
nal bickering. He spoke of "dis- 
quieting symptoms, including 
(he labor situation, which harm 
production, 
internal positions 


and foreign markets " 


The four-party coalition is the 


only lineup that can produce a 
workable majority in parliament 
and if it cannot be rebuilt, new 
elections will have to be held 
three years ahead of schedule. 


Fight Upon 
Smoking Is 
World-Wide

WASHINGTON (APi -An in- 


creasing concern over the possi- 
ble health hazards of smoking 
has resulted in intensive antito- 
bacco campaigns in at least 25 
nations, according to the US 
public Health Service. 


In spite of this effort, a survey- 


gave unqualified bad marks to 
seven other countries, while two 
more were judged just so-so in 
their attack on smoking, the 
health service reported. 


While most of the antismoking 


campaigns are of the nature 
used in the 
United States- 


health warnings on cigarette 
packs, restrictions on advertis- 
ing—the survey reported sever- 
al unusual approaches. 


For instance, Bulgaria re- 


quires that if you want to smoke 
on the job, you must get permis- 
sion—in 
writing—from 
any 


nonsmoking fellow-workers. 


And posters in factories and 


elsewhere in the Soviet Union 
carrying such legends as "To- 
bacco is Poison," and "How to 
Burn Up Your Health." 


Summarizing the highlights of 


the report by its National Clear- 
ing House for Smoking and 
Health, the agency said: 


"Several countries have tak- 


en, or are about to take, action 
prohibiting or sharply restrict- 
ing, cigarette advertising, par- 
ticularly over radio and televi- 
sion.

"Warning labels are 
being considered in Australia 
and the United Kingdom . . ." 


"The demand for filter tip cig- 


arettes and cigarettes with low 
'tar' and nicotine levels is in- 
creasing in several countries," 
the agency said, "suggesting an 
increasing public awareness of 
the health hazards of smoking." 
The agency noted the demand is 
particularly strong in Austria, 
Canada, West Germany, the 
Netherlands, Scandinavia and 
Japan.

TORONTO (AP) - Air Cana- 


da officials estimate the cost of 
settling claims arising from the 
second worst air crash in Cana- 
dian history will come to at 
least $20 million. 


The Air Canada Super DC8 


jetliner crashed in a farm field 
Sunday after losing two of its 
four engines and a wingtip in a 
fire as it was trying to land in 
Toronto. All 99 passengers and 
nine crew members were killed. 


The plane was en route from 


Montreal to Los Angeles, and 
more than 20 of the passengers 
were from Southern California. 


By late Monday, 40 persons- 


relatives of 14 of the victims- 
had arrived from Montreal, Hal- 
ifax and Los Angeles to help 
identify the dead. 


"I think they came here out of 


sheer frustration" said an air- 
line spokesman. The spokesman 
said Air Canada is not encour- 
aging relatives to fly to Toronto 
but brings them at company ex- 
pense if they ask to come. 


Police 
said 
identification 


procedures would take all week, 
after which unidentified remains 
would be buried in a mass 
grave.

Dr. H.B Cotnam, said an 
inquest jury of five local men

Follow SS 
WASHINGTON (AP) - A pro- 


gram of health security for ev- 
ery American—designed to re- 
place medicare, medicaid and a 
portion 
of private insurance 


coverage—was proposed by a 
citizens' committee today. 


The health security program 


would be financed and adminis- 
tered in much the same way as 
Social Security now is, through 
federal taxes and contributions 
by employers and employes. 


The program would provide 


doctors' services, hospital and 
nursing-home care, psychiatric 
treatment, drugs and, eventual- 
ly, dental services for all. 


The plan was outlined at a 


news conference by the Com- 
mittee for National Health Ser- 
vice, a group of 100 brought to- 
gether by the late Walter P. 
Reuther, president of the United 
Auto Workers. The committee is 
headed by Leonard Woodcock, 
Reuther's successor with the un- 
ion. 


The committee did not esti- 


mate the cost of the health plan. 


"The insecurity created by 


the health crisis in America 
gnaws at the American family 
and at the deepest roots of our 
society," Woodcock said. "Our 
health security program repre- 
sents a serious major effort to 
face this challenge .... 


"Many millions of Americans, 


regardless of their ability to 
pay, get inferior and inadequate 
care. Millions of poor people get 
no care at all," Woodcock said 


A task force appointed by 


President Nixon recommended 
last week that medicaid—-a $6- 
billion-a-year program of health 
care for the poor—be replaced 
with a federal health insurance 
plan. That group did not make a 
recommendation on a national 
insurance plan for all income 
groups. 


A national health program 


can be developed, the commit- 
tee concluded, "in an American 
way without taking over the op- 
eration of hospitals or making 
health professionals employes of 
the government.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Men- 


tally retarded children should 
not be segregated in their own 
schools, but placed in the main- 
stream of the educational ex- 
perience, a joint Canadian-Unit- 
ed States study said today. 


the report, released simulta- 


neously in Washington and in 
Toronto, summarizes a joint 
conference of the Canadian-U.S. 
study Group on Mental Retar- 
dation he!c? last year. 


Special class programs should 


be re-evaluated, especially for 
the mildly retarded, the report 
said, to give the child access to 
the full resources of education. 


The study called for at least 


15,000 more special education 
teachers in the two nations, add- 
ing the supply of aides is criti- 
cally short. 


The report said U.S. institu- 


tions, in addition, need at least 
50 per cent more professionals 
to meet minimal standards in 
caring for the retarded. 


Just as the retarded child 


should be integrated into the 
regular education process, the 
report said, so should mental re- 
tardation programs be merged 
into comprehensive community 
services for the handicapped. 


Getting the needed extra per- 


sonnel will require a change of 
attitude by entrenched 
profes- 


sional groups, the study said. 


The directors of agencies and 


institutions must accept more 
help from aides, and existing 
educational 
requirements 


should be lowered, the study 
said, to overcome the teacher 
aide shortage.

The new indictment charged 


that Gremillion "knowlingly and 
willfully" made untrue state- 
ments when he denied:

That he grainted a proxy for 


his shares of LL&T stock for a 
shareholders' meeting on July 
11, 1967. 


Gremillion also was accused

PINE BLUFF. Ark. (AP) — 


Life on the outside of prison 
walls is taken for granted by 
most people. 


However, to the man who has 


just received a parole from one 
of the state's prisons, the or- 
dinary things that many people 
do become potential sources of 
trouble t h a t could send him 
back to finish out his sentence. 


One of the most important 


people to the man on parole is 
his parole officer -- the man 
who has the power to cause his 
parole to be revoked and fre- 
quently the rr.an who plays an 
important part in helping him 
return to a normal life. 


In this area, a parolee will be 


dealing with one of two men, J. 
W. Ryburn. a parole officer for 
Jefferson. Lincoln and Desha 
counties, or Ken Griffith of Lit- 
tle Rock, parole officer for the 
cities of Little Rock and Pine 
Bluff. 


Ryburn. 
a 
former 
school 


teacher in a small rural school 
near Rison and a former police- 
man in Pine Bluff, has been a 
parole officer for 11 years. Grif- 
fith, who retired as a sergeant 
in the Air Force a few years 
ago and was in security work 
in the service and rehabilita- 
tion and probation work since 
retiring, became a parole of- 
ficer about three years ago. 


There are 12 parole officers 


in the state for male parolees 
and one woman parole officer. 
At the present there are about 
1,200 people on parole in Arkan- 
sas 


The first requirement for a 


parole from the prison is that 
the person serve a third of his 
sentence. Next he must have 
some type of work or work 
training lined up. Ryburn and 
Griffith explained that this was 
usually done through the Em- 
ployment Security Division or 
the State Rehabilitation Service 
and only rarely were parole of- 
ficers involved in this phase. 


The parolee must sign an or- 


der of parole that states the 
conditions of his release. These 
conditions include: 


-Upon release you will go di- 


rectly to your designated area 
and report to your parole offi- 
cer. 


-~- You must immediately no- 


tify your parole officer of any 
change of residence. Written 
permission must be obtained 
from him before leaving your 
county or the state of Arkansas. 


--You shall obtain permission 


from your parole officer before 
quitting your job or changing 
employment 
Loss of employ- 


ment must be reported to him. 


— You must submit a truthful 


written report on the last day 
of each month. You shall report 
in person as directed. 


— Your are to obey all fed- 


eral and state laws, local or- 
dinances and court orders. All _ 
arrests must be reported to 
your parole officer. 


— You cannot, without written 


permission of your parole offi- 
cer, own, purchase, possess, 
use, sell, or have under your 
control any deadly weapons or 
imitation 
thereof, or 
be 
in 


the company of any person 
possessing such weapons. 


You will avoid the excess- 


ive use of alcoholic beverages 
You will abstain completely if 
directed. You will not enter 
places where intoxicating bev-

Most 
of the parolees tow the line and 
want to get through without any 
problems, they said. 


Griffith said that sometimes 


the problems that cause the 
most troubles are very simple, 
but the man must be made to 
feel that the problem is as im- 
portant to the officer as it is to 
him. 


Quite a few men feel that the 


officer is out to send them back 
to prison and winning their con- 
fidence is not always easy. 
Generally, 
giving a man 
a 


break on some minor violation 
helps to promote confidence, 
but the officer has to be careful 
in this respect to keep from be- 
ing taken advantage of, they 
said. 


Parole officers do not carry 


guns and when any trouble 
breaks out they call the police.

Harlem hospital when a mother 
of nine was brought in for treat- 
ment after she attempted to 
abort herself with a clothes 
hanger. The woman died. 


Baird invested his savings— 


which had been earmarked for 
his return to medical school—in 
a trailer and began traveling 
around the metropolitan New 
York City area dispensing birth 
control information in slum 
neighborhoods. 


Later he branched out to oth- 


er states, and in October, 1967, 
he was arrested here for giving 
a birth control substance to a 
Boston University coed. 


Baird spent 36 days of a three 


month sentence in Suffolk Coun- 
ty Jail before the appellate 
court ordered him freed on bail. 


In overturning Baird's convic- 


tion, the court declared that the 
law prohibiting unmarried per- 
sons from obtaining birth con- 
trol devices was "an infringe- 
ment of basic human rights."
